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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including 
the concepts of using plural coding tables for 8-15 modulation in the claimed manner. 

U.S. Patent 5,748,1 19 to Ko describes how eight-fourteen modulation [EFM] 
codes may be replaced with 8/16 or 8/15 codes [col. 1 , lines 63-65]. U.S. Patent 
5,912,869 to Tanaka et al shows 8/15 conversion tables [Figures 2 and 3] for data and 
code words. U.S. Patent 6,297,753 to Hayami discloses eight-to-fifteen modulation 
using no merging bit.
